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went smoothly. Financial controls institut-
ed by TM Broadbent and described in the 
Management Analysis are regarded as a 
plus. An evaluation of the Town's internal 
accounting controls recommends that the 
accrual of the year-end payroll be record-
ed as a year-end liability. 
 
TM Broadbent said she has asked Mr. 
Diss to come to a future worksession to 
brief the Council on investment policies, 
including sweep accounts offered by the 
Town's bank. Prior to investing money in 
sweep accounts, however, the Council 
should adopt financial policies that allow 
for it. 
 
Variance request, 6201 Ruatan Street: 
Mayor Isler welcomed Hui Xiong, the own-
er of the rental property at 6201 Ruatan 
Street. Code Compliance Director Good-
win explained that Mr. Xiong has applied 
for a 4’ variance in side-yard setback to 
validate a stoop and stair built by a previ-
ous owner without a permit. A County 
code officer had noticed the violation and 
advised that a permit is needed. The per-
mit was denied and referred to the Board 
of Zoning Appeals to request the needed 
variance. Director Goodwin recommends 
approval of the variance as the owner has 
sought to comply with the permit and vari-
ance requirements and the neighbors 
have not voiced objections.  
 
After several clarifications from Director 
Goodwin, Mayor Isler said the Council will 
vote on supporting the variance at the 
December Town meeting. 
 
Budget process: TM Broadbent said the 
Council has been provided several docu-
ments in preparation for the upcoming 
budget season. This includes a draft 
budget schedule, with a date for the Coun-
cil’s all-day budget workshop, tentatively 
set for Saturday March 28, profit & loss 
statements showing actual revenues and 
expenditures for the period of July – No-
vember 2019, as well as reserve calcula-
tions. The documents are intended to get 
the Council to start thinking about budget 
goals and the budget process. Any feed-
back is welcome. 
 
TM Broadbent said a couple of things the 
Council may want to consider is alterna-
tive hiring practices for Public Works per-
sonnel, as hiring and retention have been 
challenges in the current economic cli-
mate, as well as how much money to ap-
propriate for the Homeowners Tax Credit 
program for the few people that applied. 
The Council may also want to think about 
changing the way the budget is adopted. 
Currently, the adoption of the budget and 
the swearing-in of the new Council occur 
on the same date. CM Dewey said this 
allows for the possibility of the outgoing 
Council adopting a budget that leaves 

W orksession December 2, 2019

1.  Announcements 
The holiday decorating contest will be 
ongoing for the month of December. Res-
idents are requested to nominate their 
favorite holiday homes by emailing Mayor 
Isler. The Town's Christmas Tree Lighting 
will be this Saturday, December 7. The 
Volunteer Fire Department donated the 
tree to be set up in front of the Town of-
fice. 
 
2.  Discussion Items 
Auditor's report: Mayor Isler welcomed 
Bob Diss with Lindsey & Associates for a 
presentation on the FY 2019 audit. The 
Auditor's Report is available as part of 
tonight's agenda packet on the Town 
website. Mr. Diss gave a summary of the 
report. The Auditor's opinion letter on 
page 1 gives the Town a clean opinion. 
The Management Discussion & Analysis 
written by the Town Manager gives high-
lights of last year's budget, one of which 
is capital outlays of $800,000 for a major 
road project. 
 
The Auditor's financial statements com-
prise two sets of statements. The first is 
on a full accrual basis that takes every-
thing into account, including fixed assets, 
depreciation and long-term debts. It 
shows total assets of $6,708,165 and 
total liabilities of $1,305,946, with a net 
position of $5,475,924. The only long-
term liabilities are compensated absenc-
es and net pension liabilities. The second 
set of financial statements is on a modi-
fied accrual basis and takes into account 
only current assets and liabilities. The 
income statement shows revenues of 
$3,109,114 and expenditures of 
$3,300,597 resulting in a decrease of the 
fund balance of approximately $200,000. 
 
Further, there are fiduciary statements 
followed by a series of Auditor's notes. 
Note 3 describes the status of the Town's 
cash and investments and investment 
policies, which will be relevant when the 
Town revises its investment policy. Cur-
rently, the only investment is in a pension 
trust fund in the amount of $458,194. 
Statements comparing FY 2019 budgeted 
and actual funds begin on page 44. 
 
In response to questions, Mr. Diss de-
scribed the auditing process, noting that it 

difficult decisions to the next Council.  
 
Treasurer Rodriguez reviewed the profit 
& loss statements. At the 5-month mark 
of the current fiscal year, the Town 
should have consumed 42% of the 
budget. The Town has received 49.5%, 
or 7.5% more than 42% in projected 
annual revenues, and it has spent 
32.6%, or 10% less than budgeted ex-
penditures. For ease of use, overages 
are highlighted on the statements, as are 
the remaining funds in each depart-
ment’s budget. Treasurer Rodriguez also 
reviewed the reserves needed to cover 
operating expenses for the first quarter 
of the fiscal year, during which few reve-
nues are received, and the use of fund 
balances to balance the budget in a sub-
sequent year. 
 
Town hall architectural study: TM 
Broadbent provided a draft Request for 
Proposals (RFP) for an architectural 
engineering study to determine whether 
the Town hall can be expanded to house 
the police station. The scope of work 
outlines the elements to be studied in 
terms of the expected needs of the Town 
20 years from now including staff, space, 
storage, customer service counter, secu-
rity, and parking. The study would also 
examine the existing conditions of the 
site, including soils, utilities, stormwater 
management and code requirements, 
among others. A draft has been sent to 
CM Osmond for input and Councilmem-
bers are welcome to make suggestions 
about what else might be addressed in 
the study.  
 
In response to questions, TM Broadbent 
added that the RFP is to be released by 
the end of December, followed by a pre-
bid conference two weeks later, during 
which prospective bidders will be re-
quired to look at the facility. Bids will be 
due one month after the conference. 
 
General Assembly funding request: 
TM Broadbent explained she is planning 
to submit a bond bill request by January 
6 to the General Assembly that would 
fund a new roof for the Town Center, 
reconfiguration of the power panel for 
the emergency generators; and, as an 
optional add-on, a new elevator. A new 
bathroom to serve the G. Love Room is 
not included. CM Dewey said the Sen-
iors, who were asked about the bath-
room addition, did not think it was need-
ed. TM Broadbent asked the Council to 
give feedback on the bond bill in the 
next two weeks. 
 
CM Osmond suggested to consider 
drafting a ‘campus’ master plan for the 
entire Town Center property based on 
projected future needs. This might in-
clude the current footprint of the build-
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ings and the total buildable area of the 
property. He further proposed the bidders 
be asked to provide a per square foot 
cost estimate for a design they think 
would meet future space requirements, 
possibly to include plans for an energy 
efficiency retrofit of the buildings. CM 
Sweep asked if the study might take sus-
tainability criteria into account. 
 
TM Broadbent said the study will look 
only at what is possible in terms of expan-
sion of the current structure but not pro-
duce new building designs. Architectural 
design that includes sustainability criteria 
would occur in a future phase, if a project 
moves forward. However, a cost estimate 
and basic renderings will be added to the 
RFP requirements. 
 
Phil Ventura, 57th Avenue, commented 
that the underlying assumption of the 
study seems to be that the Town will con-
tinue to grow and need more staff and 
services. He does not see how the Town 
is going to grow given the current bound-
aries. TM Broadbent said population in-
crease is one driver of staff increases but 
not the only one. Staff increases may be 
needed because the workload is increas-
ing due to regulatory requirements or 
increase in crime, for example. As an 
example, CM Sweep said the more hands
-on approach taken with the business 
community to achieve better code compli-
ance also requires more code staff. 
 
Mr. Ventura said the expansion study 
remains somewhat of a moot point be-
cause there is not enough parking that 
could be created to accommodate the 
police force. TM Broadbent said there are 
several available options to create park-
ing around the Town Center, which a 
consultant will be better able to explain.  
 
Census 2020: CM Dewey said she re-
quested the 2020 Census be kept on the 
agenda as a standing item to remind eve-
ryone of it. She also wants to discuss how 
the Town can publicize the Census bet-
ter. Prince George’s County provides free 
large Census signs she plans to get that 
can be posted around Town. The Census 
Bureau has produced a number of short 
video clips on the Census which can be 
played on the Town’s cable TV station 
and the website. In addition, she recom-
mends featuring the Census in each 
monthly Bulletin and the Council’s e-
newsletter until May 2020. 
 
CM Osmond suggested asking members 
of community organizations to post yard 
signs, for which the County may provide 
funding, to advertise the Census. The 
Town might also ask businesses to dis-
play Census signs in their windows. 
 
CM Dewey said schools are going to be 

very important for getting people to partici-
pate in the Census and they are getting 
ready for it. The Town need not host an 
event at the school but should support 
their efforts. One way to help is to assist 
people at school with using laptops and I-
pads to take the Census. Mayor Isler said 
he thinks it would be worthwhile to hold a 
Census event at school in the evening for 
those parents who cannot come during the 
day. TM Broadbent suggested advertising 
the Census at community events. Phil 
Ventura suggested when advertising the 
Census to highlight the fact that it has 
nothing to do with immigration status and 
that the information will be kept private.  
 
Verizon franchise negotiations: TM 
Broadbent said the negotiations to renew 
the Verizon franchise involve legal mat-
ters, which should come before the Coun-
cil. Clerk Harper explained that the first 
Verizon franchise agreement was negoti-
ated in 2007 through I-Net, a coalition of 
Prince George’s County and its municipali-
ties, which provides data, video and voice 
communications over a secure fiber-optic 
network. The agreement is up for renewal 
in 2022. Verizon notified the Town of its 
intent to initiate franchise renewal negotia-
tions in July 2019. The Town must re-
spond whether it will enter into formal ne-
gotiations with Verizon by January 3, 
2019. Clerk Harper recommends the Town 
again join I-Net to negotiate with Verizon. I
-Net retains legal counsel with expertise in 
communications law to conduct the negoti-
ations and usually obtains better terms 
than a municipality can get on its own. 
 
Clerk Harper provided a draft letter to noti-
fy Verizon of the Town’s intent to negotiate 
and a resolution approving the negotiation 
through I-Net, which with Council’s con-
sent will be placed on the Town meeting 
agenda. The Council had no objections.  
3.  Minutes 
CM Sweep moved and CM Dewey se-
conded to approve the October 7 workses-
sion minutes. The motion passed 4-0-1, 
with Mayor Isler abstaining. CM Osmond 
moved and CM Dewey seconded to ap-
prove the October 21 worksession 
minutes. The motion passed 4-0-1 with 
MPT Papanikolas abstaining. MPT Pa-
panikolas moved and CM Dewey second-
ed to approve the November 4 workses-
sion minutes. The motion passed 5 to 0. 
The November 13 Town meeting minutes 
were distributed for approval at the Town 
meeting. 
 
4.  Department Reports 
Mayor Isler reminded residents to keep 
their cars locked and not leave packages 
sitting at the front door. CM Sweep said 
that loose leaf collection is ongoing. Resi-
dents are reminded to rake their leaves to 
the curb but not in the street. Winter 
weather may bring ice and snow and resi-

dents should be careful driving on hills. 
Everyone is encouraged to stock up their 
winter survival kits for their cars and 
homes. 
 
CM Dewey thanked everyone who has 
filled out and returned the Town survey. 
Those who received the survey but have 
not filled it out are encouraged to do so. 
Copies may be picked up at the Town 
office if the original has been lost. The 
Tree Lighting celebration is this Saturday, 
featuring caroling, crafts and a visit from 
Santa. Old Christmas lights can be recy-
cled in front of the Town office. 
 
CM Osmond asked what the status of 
hiring another code officer is. TM Broad-
bent said that staff is conducting inter-
views with applicants. She also noted 
that Delegate-select Nicole Williams will 
be sworn in this Friday at 10:00 a.m. at 
the State House. Constituents are wel-
come to attend. The Seniors have extra 
tickets for a the musical ‘A Christmas 
Carol’ for this Friday. Anyone interested 
in attending can contact the Seniors.  
 
5.  Town Council Schedule 
The Council reviewed the upcoming 
schedule. The December 16 worksession 
was cancelled. Town offices are closed 
over the Christmas and New Year’s holi-
days. Residents are encouraged to re-
view the trash schedule. 
 
CM Dewey noted that the State Board of 
Public Works has postponed taking a 
vote on the bidding terms for the pro-
posed widening of the Beltway I-495 and 
I-270 to December 18. College Park has 
written a letter to request delaying the 
vote until local governments and the pub-
lic has had time review all relevant infor-
mation. She suggested that Berwyn 
Heights review those comments and con-
sider sending a letter, which could be 
approved at the upcoming Town meeting. 
 
7. Citizens Discussion 
Phil Ventura said the Prince George’s 
charity ‘Help by Phone’ is running out of 
funds and is requesting donations. The 
charity is supported by a coalition of local 
churches, including Berwyn Presbyterian 
Church, and provides free food for the 
hungry, homeless shelters, and winter 
clothes for Title I schools.  
 
The meeting was adjourned at 9:18 p.m.

4.  Department Reports 

Mayor Isler entertained a motion to receive 
all department reports for the record.

Administration: MPT Papanikolas report-
ed that the Town’s auditor attended the 
last worksession and gave the Town a 
clean bill of health. Further, the Administra-
tion Department is getting ready for the 
budget process come January. 

Town Manager's Report: TM Broadbent 
said, as the holidays approach, there will 
be early closings on December 13 and 23. 
She continues to refine the budget calen-
dar and will meet with staff tomorrow to 
discuss budget matters. Town staff aim to 
have tentative budget numbers by January 
which will be supplemented by information 
from the State of Maryland and Prince 
George’s County as numbers become 
available. Bids for new carpeting in the 
Town offices and the Senior Center came 
in slightly over budget at $8,900, which will 
require some additional funds because 
budget figures were based only on the 
Town offices. In addition, the light fixtures 
in the offices will be cleaned and a second 
coat of trim applied. 

A new 1-ton Ford pickup truck that was 
purchased in August has been delivered. 
At this point, most of the vehicles that were 
funded in the FY 2020 budget have been 
purchased. Having a better sense of the 
remaining funds, she intends to purchase 
the second hybrid police vehicle in the 
hopes of having it delivered in this fiscal 
year. Public Works hired an employee with 
commercial driver’s license, who will start 
next week, and is finalizing the hiring of 
another, who would become the third CDL 
licensed driver. The Public Works Director 

position has been advertised and applica-
tions should start coming in. 

Code Compliance: CM Osmond asked if 
the 2nd code officer position has been 
filled yet and was informed that several 
applicants were interviewed last week. 
CM Osmond noted that, for the month of 
November, there were fewer active rental 
units than last year; however, receipts 
from permits issued increased substan-
tially. TM Broadbent clarified that the in-
crease is largely due to collection of right-
of-way permits and a better collection 
process.  

Parks, Recreation, Education & Civic 
Affairs: CM Dewey reported that re-
sponses to the Town survey have started 
to come in and she will share the results 
at coming worksessions. In the previous 
month she also attended meetings of the 
Walkable, Bikeable Berwyn Heights Task 
Force (WBBH), which is working on a 
report to be presented to the Council in 
January, as well as meetings of the Edu-
cation Advisory Committee. Public Ser-
vice Announcement videos on the 2020 
Census have been added to BHTV pro-
gramming and have been posted to the 
website. Lastly, she is reviewing the 
Parks and Recreation budget and is con-
sidering goals for the next year.  
 
Public Works: CM Sweep reported that 
the Public Works Department is getting 
ready for the winter. Residents are re-
minded to watch out for Town trucks 
plowing and salting streets if snow begins 
to fall. TM Broadbent noted that the Town 
follows the Prince George’s County gov-
ernment for weather related closings, 
which may differ from school closings. 
CM Sweep also advised residents to se-
cure their homes if they travel over the 
holidays and wished everyone happy 
holidays. 

Phil Ventura, 57th Avenue, said Public 
Works employees will continue to work if 
a snowstorm hits, even if Town offices 
are closed. Further, he heard rumors the 
Public Works Director resigned because 
of disagreements with management. He 
asked if any Councilmembers spoke with 
him before he retired or tried to talk him 
out of his decision. 

CM Sweep said he spoke with him before 
he retired. He did not try to talk him out of 
it because Director Hall had come out of 
retirement to help the Town of Berwyn 
Heights stabilize its Public Works Depart-
ment and help take the next steps for-
ward. He had great appreciation for Di-
rector Hall’s accomplishments and his 
commitment to public service, but he be-
lieves he was ready to retire. 

Police Department: Mayor Isler remind-
ed residents that BHPD has a program to 

check on homes while owners are on 
vacation, as well as a safe zone to con-
duct internet purchases in front of the 
police station that is surveilled by video 
cameras. BHPD officers will be on duty 
throughout the holidays and residents are 
encouraged to greet them as a sign of 
appreciation. The same goes for the fire 
department volunteers. Residents might 
consider supporting the BHVFD Christ-
mas tree fundraiser while supplies last.  

5.  Committee Reports 

Education Advisory Committee: CM 
Dewey said the BHEAC met last month 
and continues to seek input from resi-
dents on educational matters. The Com-
mittee plans to hold more listening ses-
sions, the next one on adult education 
and then one on elementary school edu-
cation. Interested residents are encour-
aged to contact the BHEAC with ques-
tions or feedback. 

Green Team: CM Dewey announced the 
Green Team will not meet in December. 
In February, the Green Team is partner-
ing with the University of Maryland to hold 
a workshop on practical solutions for cli-
mate change. 

Historical Committee: Clerk Harper re-
ported that several Historical Committee 
members attended the Maryland Mile-
stones holiday party at the Heritage Cen-
ter in Hyattsville. The next meeting will be 
held in January, at which its FY 2021 
budget request will discussed. 

Neighborhood Watch/Emergency Pre-
paredness: CM Dewey announced an 
upcoming bio-hazard workshop hosted by 
the Berwyn Heights and Anne Arundel 
CERT teams. She also cautioned resi-
dents about leaving Christmas tree lights 
on which has been the cause of house 
fires. 

Recreation Council: CM Dewey thanked 
the Recreation Council and the Seniors 
for hosting the annual Tree Lighting party. 
It was very well attended and enjoyed by 
all guests large and small. Next up are a 
re-gifting party on January 11, and Valen-
tine's party and a Team Trivia event in 
February. 

6.  Unfinished Business 

There was none. 

7.  New Business 

Variance 98-2019 6201 Ruatan Street: 
Mayor Isler said this variance was dis-
cussed at a previous worksession with 
the owner of the property present. TM 
Broadbent explained the variance appli-
cation was triggered by a County inspec-
tor, who noticed that a stoop and stairs to 
the side entrance at the property in ques-
tion did not conform with the zoning regu-
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lations on side yard setbacks. The stairs 
were built by a previous owner of the 
property without a permit. The current 
owner has applied for a permit and the 
needed variance to validate the existing 
condition. The stairs as built have not met 
with any objection from neighbors and 
leave enough room to pass from the front 
yard to the back yard. Staff recommends 
approval of the variance. 

CM Osmond moved to support the vari-
ance request. CM Sweep seconded. The 
motion passed 5 to 0. 

Resolution 22-2019 Verizon franchise 
renewal negotiations: TM Broadbent 
said the Verizon franchise is up for re-
newal and Verizon has requested the 
Town to initiate contract renewal negotia-
tions. The Resolution would approve the 
Town joining with the Prince George's 
County I-Net Committee to conduct the 
negotiations. Since this involves legal 
issues, the Council needs to approve it. 
The funding would come  out of the 
Town's I-Net membership budget. CM 
Osmond moved, and MPT Papanikolas 
seconded to adopt the Resolution. The 
motion passed 5 to 0. 

Resolution 23-2019 Adopting the 2nd 
Monday of October as Indigenous Peo-
ples' holiday:  CM Dewey said this Res-
olution would restore Columbus Day, now 
known in many places as Indigenous 
Peoples' Day, as a holiday for employees. 
The holiday was deleted with adoption of 
a new Employee Handbook in October 
2017. In response to CM Dewey's ques-
tion, Clerk Harper said that the holiday 
was traded for a day off after Thanksgiv-
ing.  

MPT Papanikolas moved to amend the 
Employee Manual to restore the holiday 
under whichever name the Council 
chooses. CM Sweep seconded, saying 
that Indigenous People's Day is the cor-
rect term. Phil Ventura asked if the Coun-
cil plans to make the Friday after Thanks-
giving a regular workday again, and what 
the fiscal impact of giving an additional 
holiday to employees is. TM Broadbent 
said employees are already paid for any 
holidays. The only impact would be any 
holiday pay supplement for police officers 
and Public Works employees, if an emer-
gency occurs that requires their coming 
in. 

In discussion, Phil Ventura and Mike At-
tick commented that this amounts to giv-
ing employees an additional paid day off. 
TM Broadbent said in her experience it is 
worth giving employees a holiday off be-
cause morale tends to be low if employ-
ees have to work when everyone else 
has a day off.  CM Dewey said employ-
ees often work harder in a week with a 
holiday to get all the needed work done. 

TM Broadbent said that an additional day 
off is a way to show the Council's appreci-
ation and to be competitive with other 
jurisdictions. CM Osmond and CM Dewey 
agreed. Without further discussion, the 
Council approved the Resolution 5 to 0. 

Approval of TOBH letter to State of 
Maryland opposing Beltway widening: 
Mayor Isler said the Council was provided 
with letter to the State of Maryland drafted 
on its behalf regarding the proposed Belt-
way and I-270 widening. CM Dewey clari-
fied that the letter asks only to postpone a 
decision to move forward with the public-
private partnership (P3) until more infor-
mation is available to the public on the 
project's environmental and other im-
pacts. MPT Papanikolas asked to amend 
the letter to delete a phrase that express-
es support for College Park's position, 
because College Park's interests regard-
ing the project are not the same as 
Berwyn Heights'. College Park may lose 
property if the widening happens. 

CM Dewey gave a background explana-
tion. About 2 months ago, the State's 
Board of Public Works had proposed to 
put the Beltway widening on hold and 
focus only on I-270. Then about 2 weeks 
ago, the Beltway widening part of the 
project was put back on the table, with a 
vote to occur 3 days thereafter. However, 
Comptroller Franchot asked to postpone 
the vote until December 18. Impacted 
constituents feel this is not enough time 
to give feedback. 

In discussion, CM Sweep said the dele-
tion of the reference to College Park plac-
es the remainder of the sentence ex-
pressing support for smart growth along 
Baltimore Avenue out of context. Council 
agreed to remove the reference to Balti-
more Avenue and express support for 
smart growth generally as a way to re-
duce congestion. CM Sweep further criti-
cized the Hogan administration's focus on 
the Beltway widening as the principle 
means to reduce traffic congestion in the 
D.C. area. He believes public transporta-
tion and other mobility options should be 
part of any plan to reduce congestion. 
MPT Papanikolas pointed out the Hogan 
administration has supported some public 
transportation projects, such as construc-
tion of the Purple line and approval of 
dedicated funding for the Metro system. 

CM Sweep moved and CM Dewey se-
conded to approve the letter as amended. 
The motion passed 5-0. 

8.  Citizen Discussion 

Phil Ventura objected to the Council's 
decision to forgo reports from the depart-
ment directors at Town meetings. He 
believes citizens should be able to hear 
from directors at Town meetings in return 

for footing the bill for their salaries. He 
also believes directors should have dis-
cretion on how to spend their depart-
mental appropriation without having to 
get prior approval for every expenditure. 
The Treasurer should be able to review 
expenditures and flag any problems. 

TM Broadbent replied that department 
directors are welcome to attend any 
meeting they wish but are not required 
to do so. Secondly, as the Town's Chief 
Financial Officer and Purchasing Agent, 
it is her duty to ensure that all appropri-
ated money is spent responsibly. 
Hence, she has instituted processes 
requiring prior approval of all purchases 
above $250.00 via purchase orders and 
requisition forms. It may take a little 
longer to make a purchase, but it does 
give the manager an idea of how de-
partmental funds are spent and how 
much money remains. These and other 
financial controls she implemented are 
explained in the Auditor's Report Man-
agement Analysis. 

Mike Attick, 62nd Avenue, asked wheth-
er purchases he makes for the Neigh-
borhood Watch/ Emergency Prepared-
ness (NW/EP) Committee will have to 
go through this approval process. He 
was told he would need to request that 
a check be issued to pay a bill, such as 
expenses with the upcoming bio-hazard 
workshop. Mr. Attick continued that he 
has repeatedly asked the Town to place 
monthly statements for the NW/EP ac-
count in its mailbox, so he knows how 
much money is left to spend. But this 
has not been done. TM Broadbent and 
CM Dewey advised him to just ask how 
much money is left in the account. Staff 
or Councilmembers are happy to pro-
vide that information promptly. The Po-
lice Department, with which the NW/EP 
is affiliated, can also give him the infor-
mation. 

Mr. Attick further asked if the Town is 
liable for injury of a family member be-
cause the curb at the paved walk lead-
ing to his house was rebuilt incorrectly 
during the recent road project. TM 
Broadbent replied she believes the 
Town restored the disturbed slope 
where new curbing was installed at the 
corner of his property correctly. Other 
than that, the Town has no responsibil-
ity for grading his yard. The Town does 
not own the right of way on Mr. Attick's 
property; the Town only has the right to 
do certain things in the right of way. She 
is happy to take another look at the 
property together with Mr. Attick to bet-
ter understand his concern. 

Joan Hayden, Seminole Street, called in 
to ask who owns a tree that grows in the 
Town right of way. TM Broadbent re-
plied it depends. If the Town planted the 
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tree it is owned by the Town, but not 
every tree growing in the Town right of 
way is Town's responsibility to maintain. 
Regardless, property owners should con-
sult with the Town if they want to plant or 
remove a tree in the right of way. Ms. 
Hayden said she has an old tree in the 
right of way with dead branches and 
wonders who would be responsible for 
maintaining it. TM Broadbent said she 
can come out to have a look at it and 
make a determination.  

The meeting was adjourned at 8:22 p.m.

William T. Armistead (1934-2020) served on the Berwyn Heights Town Council from 1974 to 2000, 

devoting 26 years of his life to the service of our community. About half that time, from 1982-1992 

and again from 1987-2000, he served as Mayor, providing steady and competent leadership to 

the Town. He also attended to the Town’s connections with Prince George’s County and the 

State of Maryland and served terms as President of the Maryland Municipal League and the 

Prince George’s County Municipal League. 

During his time on the Council, the Town transitioned from a Commissioner to a Mayor & Council 

form of government, the Town offices were expanded, the Senior Center underwent major reno-

vations, and Metro’s Green Line was built, which with input from Berwyn Heights and College 

Park led to the establishment of Lake Artemesia Park.  

Like other Councilmembers before him, Bill Armistead was active in community organizations first: 

including as a Cub Scouts leader, a Boys (& Girls) Club coach, and a  PTA President, before be-

ing elected to the Town Council. As a family man, he led the Council’s fight to prevent the clos-

ing of Berwyn Heights Elementary School in 1983, albeit without success. But when the opportuni-

ty arose and citizens pressed for the school’s reopening in the 1990s, he lent his whole-hearted 

support. 

For his dedication and many accomplishments a grateful Town named the municipal building 

after him.

Truck 14 arrived to find a 

working chimney fire.  

Dec 27th– Truck 14 was alerted to the 6500Blk of Westview Ln 

in Lanham for a House Fire. Units arrived to find fire showing 

from the kitchen window.  

Dec 29th– PLANE CRASH- Rescue Squad 14 & Chief 14 were 

alerted to the area of Auburn Ave and Good Luck Road in New 

Carrolton for a reported brush fire. While enroute, the call was 

upgraded with reports of a plane crash into a house. Rescue 

Squad 14 arrived with West Lanham Hills VFD to find a small 

plane crashed into a house and car on fire. Crews worked 

quickly to contain the blaze, and Haz-Mat was requested for 

leaking plane fuel. It was discovered that a Gruman American 

AA-5A has taken off from the College Park Airport minutes be-

fore crashing into the home, killing the pilot. The crash is under 

investigation by the NTSB, FAA, and MSP.  

Dec 31st– Truck 14 responded to the 6700Blk of Cipriano Rd in 

Lanham for a working House Fire, house fully engulfed.  

Jan 3rd– 2 ALARM- Truck 14 was alerted to the 94100Blk of 

Scott Adam Ct in Laurel to assist units on scene with a working 

Apartment Fire and multiple rescues in progress. A 2nd Alarm 

and an EMS Task Force was requested, bringing resources 

from four different Counties. Truck 14 arrived on the scene and 

was tasked with searching the apartment building for any addi-

tional victims.

 Remember to turn space heaters off when leaving the room or 

going to bed. 

 Always use the right kind of fuel, specified by the manufacturer, 

for fuel-burning space heaters. 

 Make sure the fireplace has a sturdy screen to stop sparks from 

flying into the room. Ashes should be cool before putting them 

in a metal container. Keep the container a safe distance away 

from your home. 

 Test smoke alarms at least once a month.

In total, the 

station responded to 5,693 calls for service. The Ladder Truck 

handled 1,153 calls, and the Rescue Squad handled 1,1756 calls, 

making them each the busiest in the County! The Ambulance 

handled 2,742 calls, the Paramedic Ambulance (part-time) han-

dled 42 calls, and the Chiefs responded to 283 calls.

HOW WE PLOW TOWN STREETS 
When snow or ice shows signs of sticking to the ground, 

Public Works begins applying salt/ ice-melt to roads and 

walkways. Plowing of roads begins once snow accumulation 

reaches 2”. Residents can assist Public Works by moving 

their vehicles off the road during snow plowing operations 

where possible. 

The Town has 8 Public Works employees and 5 trucks with 

plowing capabilities. Larger trucks address major roadways 

and smaller trucks focus on side roads. Public Works also 

clears Town-maintained walkways.  

Public Works works hand in hand with the Police to keep the 

Town safe during weather emergencies. If a snow or ice 

event occurs after hours, BHPD will notify the Public Works 

Director. Personnel are dispatched and are on scene within 

1 hour. Snow and ice removal continue until the event ends, 

and finishes with application of additional layers of salt to 

maintain safe passage. 

CÓMO ARRANCAMOS LAS CALLES 

Cuando la nieve o el hielo muestran signos de pegarse al 

suelo, Obras Públicas comienza a aplicar sal / hielo 

derretido a las carreteras y pasarelas. El arado de las 

carreteras comienza una vez que la acumulación de nieve 

alcanza 2 ”. Los residentes pueden ayudar a Obras Públicas 

al mover sus vehículos fuera de la carretera durante las 

operaciones de arado de nieve donde sea posible. 

La ciudad cuenta con 8 empleados de obras públicas y 5 

camiones con capacidad de arado. Los camiones más 

grandes se dirigen a las carreteras principales y los 

camiones más pequeños se centran en las carreteras 

laterales. Obras Públicas también despeja las pasarelas 

mantenidas por la ciudad. 

Obras públicas trabaja de la mano con la policía para 

mantener la ciudad segura durante emergencias climáticas. 

Si ocurre un evento de nieve o hielo después de horas, 

BHPD notificará al Director de Obras Públicas. El personal 

es enviado y está en escena dentro de 1 hora. La remoción 

de nieve y hielo continúa hasta que finaliza el evento, y 

termina con la aplicación de capas adicionales de sal para 

mantener un paso seguro.
